Brussels, Nov. 13—William Hohen- 


zollern, former emperor of Germany, 
was again a figure commanding world 
attention today as the governments' of 
the Powers made efforts to learn more 
of his reported plan for returning to 
the Fatherland. Equipped with pass- 
ports' for himself and members of his 
suite the ex-Kaiser Is said by a local 
newspaper to be prepared to establish 
either himself or his son, the former 
crown prince Frederic William, on the 
throne of the empire on Dec. 4.

liam has been authorized to return to 
Germany.

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Tree Surgery 


(There was a time when John Davey of Kent, Ohio, was 


known, withing his limited range, as a queer but harmless en- 
thusiast who imagined that surgery could be practiced on trees 
the same as on people. When he died the other day, he was 
recognized all over America as "the father of tree surgery." 
Thousands were applying every day the^ principles he taught 
and millions recognized their value. 


Why not? A tree, as Mr. Davey was accustomed to point- 


ing out, grows much like a man, has somewhat similar dis- 
eases, and may be cured of wounds and infections in much 
the same way. It seems strange now to look back to the time 
when most people, in trimming trees, lopped off the "branches 
in the old way instead of leaving clean wounds, close to the 
trunk, so that the live wood and bark could grow over them 
easily, and covering them with paint or tar to keep-out infec- 
tion while the sore was healing. It seems no less strange to ig- 
more the now obvious fact that there is a -rotten place in an 
otherwise good tree^ the thing to do is to dig out the dead 
wood as a dentist digs out a decayed tooth, and fill the hole 
with cement in true dentist fashion. Eventually these things 
and many more will be matters of commoplace kowledge 
and practice, in city and country alike. 


The great thing about John Davey's work however, was 


not the scientific part. He cared for trees professionally be- 
cause he cared for them in his heart. From his ministrations 
there has spread about a far greater love of trees simply 
for what they are, in beauty of form, color and character, aside 
fro mtheir purely economic value. That is the important thing. 
The man .or woman who loves trees will tend them and cure 
their sickness and make them grow. There are few kinds of 
love bringing a more satisfactory return. 


The Columbus Film 


That history is as interesting and as full of human drama as 


fiction is not so generally realized as it would be if the text- 
books were less dry and the class room presentation of the 
subject were handled differently. It is possible that this realiza- 
tion will be greatly hastened by the "Chronicles of America" 
movies which are now being produced, sponsored by the Yale 
Univrsity Press and released through the Pathe organization. 


The first group of these historical films is called "The 


Morning of America," and the first picture in that group is 
"Columbus." This picture has already begun its career on the 
screen. Its truthfulness and interest are so pronounced as to 
argue well.for the many pictures still to come. It is said to 
have "extreme fidelity to detail as, regards customs, costumes, 
settings and the like." More thin 30 college professors and 
historians have collaborated in asembling the facts used. Stir- 
- ring narative, good acting, history enticingly told are the out- 
standing characteristic of the Columbus film. 


Librarians know that the movies stimulate reading of books. 


Such a thoroughly fine presentation of the great dramas of 
American history should stimulate the writing of better his- 
tories and the making of better movies. What can be done with 
facts as a background ought to be equally possible with fiction 
and drama as a foundation.

gressman Dallinger of

the Charlestown navy yard to submit 
bids or estimates on the cost of re- 
conditioning five of the board's vessels. 


The shipping board's announcement 


that the navy yard organization would 
have opportunity to submit estimates 
was received In Charlestown Nov. 5. 
The bids on the work from, 
private 


contractors or estimates from govern- 
ment yards must be before the board 
by Wednesday, Dec. 14. 


This allowed the Charlestown 
or- 


ganization eight working days to study 
a mass of specifications for five ships, 
an unusually brief notice, according to 
DalUnger, who said that, considering 
the time taken to study the specifica- 
tions and get them to Washington, the 
notice did not give the navy yard or- 
ganization more than five days to 
make estimates.

ARMY NEEDS 150 


RADIO MEN; NEW 
STATION IN MID=WEST 


Washington, 
Nov. 
12-—Establish- 


ment of the radio system by which the 
War Department is relying more and 
more on wireless for direct communi- 
cation with corps commanders in the 
field has caused such a demand for 
signal corps personnel that there is a 
shortage o£ approximately 150 men. 


Major General Squier, chief of the 


Signal Corps, in his annual report to 
the Secretary of "War, says the stead- 
ily increasing amount of official radio 
traffic handled by the 
system, 
now 


aggregating more than STOOD in mes- 
sages a month, has served to indicate 
essential weaknesses. 


"The critical shortage 
of enlisted 


operating personnal," says 
General 


Squier, "is most prominent, making 
impossible the maintenance of twenty- 
four-hour service at several of 
the 


most important stations. 
Handling 


this large ;i..iount of traffic has also 
brought to light certain inadequacies 
in radio plants which could not be 
foreseen when the radio net was in- 
itially established. 
Those weakness- 


es are, to a large extent, being recti- 
fied by the installation at Fort Leaven- 
worth of a modern- semi-high-pow- 
ered transmitter which 
will provide 


direct communication with Washing- 
ton, with a similar station at Fort 
Douglas, Utah, and with Fort Sam 
Houston, thus eliminating several in- 
termediate relay stations and materi- 
ally speeding up traffic. 
A large per- 


centage of the traffic between 'Wash- 
ington and Fort Sam Houston has of 
necessity been handled heretofore by 
commercial telegraph, but with the 
completion of the Fort Leavenworth 
station this traffic will all be handled 
by radio. 


"The total traffic 
handled by the 


War Department radio net and crops 
area radio nets for the fiscal year 
amounted to $65,701.63. 
Since 
the 


cost of operation of these stations is 
properly chargeable to war insurance, 
the radio traffic handler represents in 
effect a clear saving of this amount to 
the government."

by the Boston 
Iron & Metal Co. of 


Baltimore, Md., and 
now 
is 
being 


scrapped and the hull converted into 
a coal barge. 


Thus passes from the navy records 


a vessel that has helped to make his- 
tory and that has taken part in many 
stirring events since she was launched 
in 1SS4 at- the shipyard of John Roach 
in Chester, Pa. 


At fjrst there was considerable cri- 


ticism of the craft, and it was doubt- 
ful whether 
she would be accepted 


because of alleged 
structural weak- 


ness in her hull. Politics was behind 
the charges, and the beat, after her 
builder, had gone 
into 
bankruptcy 


because 
of the 
allegations 
made 


against him, demonstrated that she 
was the equal, if not~the superior, of 
any vessel in the navy. 


Dolphin was built when Chester A. 


Arthur was President of. the 
United 


States anil William E. Chandler sec- 
retary of the navy. She was nearlng 
completion when the Cleveland 
ad- 


ministration came into power and re- 
pudiated 
the 
contracts with 
t!ie 


builder. 


The ship was In commission for 3S 


years, and during this long period of 
active service was a frequent visitor 
to New England waters 


She was used as the official 'yacht of 


the secretary of the navy on inspec- 
tion trips to the various navy yards. 
In 1899 Dolphin was damaged 
in a 


collision with a 
ferryboat 
in New 


York harbor and was brought to Bos- 
ton for repairs at the navy yard in 
Charlestown. 
She 
made 
frequent 


cruises to the West Indies, and was 
flagship of the special South Amerl- 
jcan squadron. In 1S8S she made a trip 


i around the world. 


The crew of Dolphin presented 
a. 


handsome tablet to tha city of Glouces 
ter as the vessel bad been a visitor to 
fliat port tnany times and her officers 
and men had often been entertained 
there. 


On Dec. S, 1921, Doiphln was placed 


out of commission at the navy yard 
| here, closing her long active career in 
the navy. She was nsed at one time 
by Admiral GeorgesDewey as his flag- 
ship. 


A short time ago the ship was pur- 


chased from the government by the 
Boston Iron & Metal Company of Bal- 
timore at a sale of old naval vessels 
| which had outlived their usefulness 
and were ordered stricken 
from the 


navy lists. 


It was thought that she would be 


scrapped for her metal, but word has 
; just come from Baltimore to the ef- 
jfect that the hull'was found to be in 
excellent condition and that in view 
of this f^t it has been decided to re- 
move the upper works and then con- 
vert the hull into a coal barge.
